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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amended claim 1 now requires co-administeration with the anticancer agent. Applicants previously only 
claimed the administration of a BCRP-inhbiting amount of imatinib, where the cancer was resisant to anticancer agents, but did not actually 
require the administration of the anticancer agents per se. Thus the new amendment requires additional consideration for the co- 
administration of both imatinib and an anti-cancer agent. This would also require additional searching to assess the state of the art with 
regard to the co-administration of anticancer agents, and whether the administration of same to resistant cancers would have been obvious. 
Additionally, new claims 29-31 are directed to new species of anticancer agents which have not previously been considered. 
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
